One of the highlights of the meeting was the present- 
ation of the inter-class trophy to the Class of '64. The win- 
ners led with 70 points, followed closely by the Class of *63 
with 66 and the Physical Education students with 57. 

In addition, the vari9us candidates up for election in 
to-day's polling were intrioduced and gave brief campaign 
addresses, thus providing an excellent chance for a good 
part of Mac to see who was running for various offices. 

Dave Appleton. head of the Winter Carn\y/al Committee, 
spoke briefly of the coming January festivities and asked 
for the support of all those who may be approached soon 
to help in organizing the event. 

Carlton Davies. president of the Lit. and Deb. Society, 
outlined its plans for the next few weeks. They include an 
Amateur Night next Wednesday, to be followed by the inter^ 
class plays during the fall and winter months. 

Commenting later on the number who attended the 
meeting, president Al Crowe said he was very pleased with 
the crowd and extended congratulations to the executive 
committee for their effective publicity on the session. He 
concluded by saying that he hoped we can continue to enjoy 
the active support of everyone in the future in all S-C endea- 
vors.

THE REST UP TO McGILL 

The student body of Macdonald College gave its 
unanimous support Monday to the setting up of a 
new athletic department on this campus. At the 
Student Society meeting held in the Assembly Hall, 
Student Council president Al Crowe reported details 
of the plan, which was agreed to following a brief 
question and answer period during which the S.C. 
pres. convinced everyor? present that the plan was 
workable and necessary to Mac's sport's future. 

It was explained at the meeting that the depart- 
ment in coming years will eliminate the need to raise 
activity fees as much as four dollars per student for 
athletic purposes. Instead, at the end of approxim- 
ately five years, when the Stewart funds have been 
drained, athletic expenses will be taken over by the 
McCill General Fund. The only stumbflng block at 
present is the acquisition of McCill Senate approval; 
with it, the plan will go into effect immediately 
and incidentally save the S.C. $2700 for other stu- 
dent activities this year. 

The question was raised at the meeting of the 
possible increase in control from McCill 
athletic department. One student particularly .. . jd 
to know ff the athletics board would consist of any 
McCill faculty members. It is to consist of U the 
vice-principal, Macdonald College. 2) a chairman 
elected from the board. 3) a secretary which will 
be an athletics director. 4) three staff, from Mac- 
donald, 5) three students, two graduates and one 
post graduate student : it is understood that very 
little organizational control will actually be exerted 
from McCill. 

The plan will not result in the abolition of the 
Men's Atletic and Women's Athletic Associations. 
Both organizations will continue to be responsible 
to the Students' Council on the Students* Activities 
Committee and at the same time, to the board; 

S.C. pres. Crowe made clear ^t the meeting that 
the new department was essential in view of recent 
financial needs. Early in 1961 the directors of men's 
and women's athletics brought to the attention of 
the Students' Council the rapidly increasing financial 
needs of the athletic programm here at Macdonald. 
This was apparently further emphasized by the in- 
crease of approximately $3,000 in the present col- 
lege year. Because of this increase other activities 
were beginning to suffer because of lack of financial 
aid. 

Further developments re the athletics proposal 
are awaited in the future. The decision at this point 
rests with McCill. ' 
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Johann Kaspar Lavater, a swiss poet, said, 
*'Whaf do I owe to my times, to my country, to my 
neighbours, to my friends ? - — Such are the ques- 
tions a virtuous man ought often to ask himself/' 
We suggest that you ask yourselves these questions 
before you cast your ballot today. Decide in your 
own mind which candidate you think will accom- 
plish more for the college. Base not your decision on 
friendship, or class loyalties; but on the character, 
integrity and individual drive of the respective candi- 
dates. Whoever your choice is, get out and vote I 

In the past four days of frenzied campaigning, 
no doubt you have heard the phrase, **We don't care 
how you vote, but do vote'\ We, also urge you to 
vote. 

Not that we should have to **push'' you to the 
polls, but as you probably know, during the last 
Student Society election only 39% of those elegible, 
actually voted. We do not want to brand you with 
the stamp of last year as it is history now. Unfort- 
unately history has an habit of repeating itself and 
man has not changed over the centuries. We can 
see the specter of indifference hanging over this 
college. It is up to you to prove us wrong. 

In our society we tend to take too much for 
granted. Too often we adopt the attitude that the 
right to vote is Cod-given, while in reality it isn't. 
It is man-made and is subject to the whims and 
caprices of man. It doesn't take much indifference 
to defeat an idea. 

It may seem a bit ludicrous to compare the 
general atHtude of apathy prevalent around this 
college, to our national social problems, but it isn't ! 
Schools and colleges are the training grounds for 
the leaders and citizens of tomorrow. Our generation 
may not of placed the world in the position it is now, 
but it is up to us to remedy the situation. The only 
way we can accomplish this, is, by doings The sooner 
we realixe our responsibilities the better, for it is 
only when this happens, will the situation rectify 
itself. 

We realize that anything we say will not expect 
any pressure on you. In the words of the american 
writer William Channing, *'Every human being has 
a work to carry on within, duties to perform abroad, 
influences to exert, which are particularly his, and 
which no conscience but his own can teach"« We 
leave it up to your conscience !
